Euaewoara, Eig. of Cooneéticut, the prefeut Chief Juftice 
ot the Uaued Siaics. 

Mr Tooke, the Eaft-India company’s agent at Conflan- 
tinople, had an account thet confirmed the circumftance of 
Buonaparte’s death, aad which arrived’ at the Faft-India 
houfe ow Tuctdey. 

In the Houfe of Lords the following buletan was circu- 
lated ; . 

 Ruonaparte hearing that the difereut Beéys and Pachas 
of Sytia were marching againit him, called together the 

jahabitants of Cairo, and demanded a contribution. A 

generat murmur arofe ; one at the meeting (a Iripoline) 

erew out a pritol and-fhot Buonaparte dead on the fpot. 

The Egyptiaas fell upow the French officers and killed all 

inthe ball andthe town. The Pacha of Rhodes had 

made a defcent on the coalt, abd taken Aledandria

and fram the Auftriaty minifter at the Porte, dated from 
Conftantinople November 17.”

* Accounts have been received at Conflantinople, from 
Grand Cairo, by feven differ¢at Tartar nteflengers, faring, 
that on the report of the approach of a formidable army 
from Syria and Upper Egypt, Buooapane hed fommoned 
al his officers and thofe of the native chiefs who had 
joined him at Cairo; that upon Buonaparte’s demanding 
iupplies, a Tripoline foldier drew frou under his eloek a 
piltol, and fhot Buonaparte dead ; that this was the fignal 
fora general maffare, which was exiended through the 
whole of the French army, when the lalt accouots were 
difpatched to Conttantinople; and that Alexandria had 
been taken from the French ”

** Vienna, Nov. 3. 

“ The laft accounts from Conftantinople pofiively af 
fert, that Buomaparce was defeaied at Cairo, and was 


: obliged to retreat to Alexandria, where the Arabs furpiiled 
him, aad deftroyod his whole army. Letters have alfo 


from Italy, which make mention that the Arabs, with a 
confiderable army, attacked Buonaparte, but that he fought 
fo defperately that he killed 14000 of the Arabs and 1g 
Beys, but Rill was compelled to retreat to Damietta, 
where he was again atiacked by the Arabs and every 
Frenchman wes killed.
